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REPORT OF THE FIFTH HORTICULTURAL AND 
POULTRY SHOW 1935 

Introduction and Object 

It is with immense pleasure, that I submit this 
yeaFs report of the Hyderabad Horticulture and Poultry 
Show. Started in. 1931, the Show entered upon its fifth 
year of existence, this year. 

It is a matter of great privilege and honour that 
Major-General Walashan Prince Nawab Azam Jah Baha- 
dur very graciously consented to become Patron-in-Chief 
of the Snow. We feel proud of this honour and r^;ard it 
as a most happy augury for the two very important 
agricultural industries of the States viz., Horticulture 
and Poultry Raising. 

The management was in the hands of an Executive 
Committee. The list of Patrons and members of the 
Committee is given in Appendix I. Mr. Nizamuddin 
Hyder, the Director of Agriculture was the Chief Cout 
troller and Adviser. The members of his staff helped 
me in the execution of the work and looked after the 
necessary arrangemnets. They were assisted on the 
Purdah Day by a number of Lady Volunteers. A 
of workers and volunteers is given in Appendix IL Ihe 
Show used to be held during the I^-ul-rilr holidays till 
the last year. This year as the I’d days fell in 2nd 
week of January, and as it was considered too early for 
the flowers, the Show was held in the 4th week a™! lasted 
for three days. Its full programme is in 

Appendix HI. The Show as usual was financed % tihe 
Industrial Trust Fund. 

The object of the Show is to encourage fraltj ve^ 
table and flower growing and poultry raimng in me 
State. The number of exhibits has been steadily in- 
creasing year by year and their quality ateo shcr^ a 
marked improvement. Some of tiae e^bits were of 
rare and superior quality and in many of the cases the 
judges could not help giving special prizes.

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2. Show Grounds 

As on former occasions the Show was held in the 
Public Gardens, Hyderabad. The lay-out consisted of 
3 sections. Horticultural Court* Poultry Court and Re- 
creation Grounds. The plan attached herewith shows 
their situation. 

HorUcidtural Court . — ^The Court consisted of two 
sections — one rectangular piece of ground with flat 
roofed sheds 12' wide running all roimd and two double 
^>anned pendals along the central line interposed with 
three umbrella shaped structures. The other section, 
the island, a more or l^s a circular piece of ground, was 
covered by a carcular pendal. 

Poultry Courtj — It was observed in the previous 
j&ara that the shape of this court was not quite suit- 
able to the purpose. The court used to be irregular in 
shape which 1^ to some serious diS^t^illties in the ar- 
rangement of the pens. A portion of the area which 
was previously left unused owing to its b^iig inoist and 
marwy was r^aimed this year and the court was made 
regulur in shape. 

Reeroatiom Grounds . — These grounds were situated 
between the Horticultural and Poultry courts. They 
oonaisted f}f ah oval shaped lawn on which beach 
aialxrellas and chairs were artistically arranged. The 
band stand was close by and the Military Band was in 
attendance. 

The address hall was erected near the lawn. 
Thoui^ it was made of bamboo, tatties and paper, it ap- 
peared so realistac that many took it for a permanent 
Structure. 

The Show Qfiiee was located at a Central spot in 
the Show ground. The Enquiry and Ticket Offlees were 
placed outside at the entrance. Both European 
Indian restaurants and fruit stalls were given places 
in the Show ground. 

The Show ground was decorated with the help of 
the multi-colour^ buntings, lights, coloured poles and 
furniture. Besides, a number of tatties painted with 
pictures of wild life afforded a great deal of interest to 
the visitors.

There is no exaggeration in saying that the whole 
Show ground presented an animated appearance. Espe- 
cially during the nights, it was nothing but a kaleidos- 
cope magnined. 

3. Publicity 

It was realized that the success of the Show <diiefly 
depends on and is usually ^uged byjhe large attendance 
and greater number of esmibits. Hence, no pains were 
G|)ared in rfving the matter the reguired publicity and 
creating a keen interest in the public both to attend the 
Show and to send in their exhibits. For this purpose 
announcements were made in the local papersL pesters 
were put up in centres of activity^ and Rsulway Stations, 
handbills were distributed both in the City and in the 
muffussils and printed ocmies of the prosp^us in large 
nnmbers were issued. On the eve of the Show, hand- 
bills containing the programme were distributed. LaxjH 
tern slides announcing Bie evmit were shown in the local 
picture hot^ses. The press played an important part 
m pnbiiahiug the notiflcatiott of the ^ow and the 
Broadra^tflhg Statiou Iwoade^^ the news regularly 

4. Opbning Cbbbmony 

The opening oereanony w^ held on the ^rd January 
1986 ilk the Enauguration Paviljojn. Walashan Maj^- 
Ceneral Prinnse Nawab Assam Jah Bahadur, whh>' was

ral cerehioiiy. A few minutes bCTore ttie ani^ of ^he 
Prince, Sahebzada Nawab Basaiat .Jah Bahadur and 
Maharajah Sir Eosh;^ Per^iad . Bahadur Yamin-us- 
Saltanat arrived- Walashan Major-Oeneral Psninee 
Nawab A^m Jah Bahadur ardved at 4-15 p.m., and 
was received by Ijt.-CoL Sir Bi^iard H, Oiened^- 
Trendh, Nawab Rais Jung Bahadur, Mr. Nizamod^n 
Hyder and other Committee Members at the entrance 
and was led to the dias. Nawab Rais Jung Bahadur read 
an address wherein he thanked Walashan the Prince for 
graciously consenting to be the Patron-in-Chief and 
Princess I!hin>eHShehwar for graciously consenting to 
distribute the prizes. He also thaziked Maharajah Sir 
Kishen Pershaa Bahadur for his continued patronage. 
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In r^ly, Walashan the Prince expressed his pleasur< 
it the proceedings as he himself was keenly interested ii 
Sorticultixre and Poultry. Walashan the Prince on be 
half of hSs august father His Exalted Highn^s congratu- 
lated the Executive Committee on the success of its 
labours and declared the Show open. The speeches will 
be found in Appendix IV. 

After the opening ceremony a group photo was 
takmi and Walashan the Prince in the company of the 
nobles present went round the Horticultural and Poultry 
Court. He evinced very keen interest in the exhibits of 
both the sections. 


6. Pbizb Disteibution 


Princess Dorr-e-Shehwar Hazrata Durdana B^fum 
was requested to giveaway the prizes^ and the irequest was 
most gradbusly granted. The ceremony was held on 
Thura^y the 24th.

These ipizes were in the form of cups and medals which 
weare kmdly donated by nobles and other people interest- 
ed in Hortlealtare and Poultry. Cash prizes were given 
later on. Appendix V gives a detailed list of the prize 
winners. 


At the conclusion of the prize distribution 
Princess Durre-e-Shehwar Huzrata Durdana Begum, 
accompanied by Lt.-Col, Sir Richard Chenevix-Treneh 
and Nawab Rais Jung Bahadur and Mr. Nizamuddin 
Hyder inspected the Horticultural and Poultry Courts, 
and took her departure at 5-15 p.m. 


6. Judging 

No efforts were spai*ed to ^ure expert judges. 
This year two ju^es were invited from outside the 
Dominions. Mr. Velois from Katpadi for poultry 
and Mr. Krumbiegel of Mysore for horticulture. They 
were pleased to accept our invitation. 

There was a general appreciation of the judging 
amongst the exhibitors, as well as the visitors. The 
judging was done ably and successfully leaving no cause 
for complaint of any sort. A list of judges is given in 
Appendix VI. 


7. Donors 

As in the previous year an appeal was made to all 
the noMes of Hyderabad for donations. The result of 
the appeal was that cups and cheques came xxmring in. 
Special mention shoula be made of donations received 
from the Major-General Prince Walashan. He not only 
donated a sum of Rs. 100 but also presented 8 beautiful 
cups, one in the name of Sahihaada CJolonel Nawab 
Mukerram Jah Bahadur, one in the name of Pnmeess 
Durr-e-Shehwar Huzrata Durdana B^um and one in his 
own name. The names of donors are in Appendix VH. 

8. Novelty 

A drama entitled “ Reformer Wins was enacted. 
A large gathering attended it. It was written by 
Mr. Hydtear Hasan m Urdu, dwicting the activities of the 
Ajgricmtu:^ Department. The synopsis of the drama 
is given in Appendix VIII. 

9. Lectures 

After the inaugural ceremony interesting lectures 
in Urdu were delivered on Horticulture and Poultry, 
Mr. Mir Rasul Sultan, Horticulturist to Government^ 
spoke at length about the potentialities of Horticulture 
and steps that are being adopted by the Agricultural 
Etepartment to improve them. 

Mr. Amjad Ali spoke on the subject of the various 
breeds of Poultry that thrive well in the climate of 
Hyderabad their feeds and feeding and some of the 
common diseases that affect them and their cure. 



On the aeoond day of the Show Dr. Mahajan of the 
Veterinaiy l>e{>artment, delivered a lecture on the 
<va3nioii8 diseases affecting Poultry. He also suggested 
the preventive and curative measures, when they break 
out. 


10. Booking Office 

Although the Show could not be held during the I'd- 
lal-Fitr holidays when a great many people from the 
districts come to Hyderabad, there was an unexpectedly 
large gathering every day. From naoming till mght the 
Show ground used to be crowded with visitors. Rates 
of admission were the same as last year. Please see 
Appendix IX. 


11. Student’s Day 

The morning of the la^ day of the Show was re- 
served folr the stndmits from sdbiodls and colleges. The 
mrtranee for this was free and they visited the Show in 
such a large number that the crovra became practically 
unoontxoUable. This i^tiows the interest the studente 
have begun to take in these industries. Some of the 
students were actualhr seen taking notes. 

12. PuBDAH Day 

The afternoon of the last day of the ^tow <25th 
January 1935) was reserved for the purdah ladies: In 
spite of the fact that the rates of admission were rather 
high, large numbers of them came pouring in. The 
crowd was so much that it was not possible for the ladies 
to leave the ground till 2 o’clock after midnight. 

IS. Horticultural Court 

The court was represented by fourteen sections. 
Klass XIII for practical competition was again divided 
pnto two sub-classes. One for the students and amateur 
rgardeners and the other for the professional malis. 

The number of exhibits went over 1,500. It is 
clear that with the lapse of years there is sure to be 
great expansion and improvement. Although still 
mainly confined to the City and the immediate suburbs, 
there was this year a comparatively large number ox

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exhibits from further afield. Parsoda, iTijapur, Gul- 
berga, Raichur, Parbhand, Waransral and Bangai:eddi 
were represented in the Show. It is a matter for great 
satisfaction that several Government Institutes also en- 
tered the list this year. Resident Gardens, Central 
Jail^ Public Gardena a few schools^ besides the Horti- 
cultural Stations of the Department of Agriculture, 
took part. 

In the Foliage section adequate staging was pro- 
vided for the proper arrangement and dii^l^ of the 
plants. In the Fruit and V^etable sections Class and 
Group labdba were himg up in the proper places and 
baskets with labels showing the entry numbed attached 
to them wmre pooinded. In the class for Cut flowers no 
effort was flpmrad to provide for arrangement, as nearly 
perfect as praeticabicy fosr the exhibition of each entry 
separate and in a manner enabling it to be displa:iFed 
to the bait advantage. Special vases for the exhibition 
of Canna stalks and individual flowers; small tin vases 
for Camaimns, and Sweet Pe^ special woodsnir desks 
for roses and csoUections of cultiviM;^ flowmi^ were 
availabie. In every case, arrangements were made for 
the flower stalks to stand'in camphorated water. Mess 
also -warn pawvided where necessaiy and kept moist, with 
the ohiect of creating as moist an atmoi^here as was 
desirame to keep the flowers in as fresh a state aa possi- 
bly during the trying three days of the Show. 

Class I. (Folia^ Plants ). — ^Tbe total number of 
exhibits received in to^ class was 72. Hntiies in Idas 
aectioiiy especaafly In Crotons and Coleuses Were so large 
that tfa^ to(^ up ail spacs that was usually givto to the 
Annuals and the Ferennials in the past years, besides 
its own. Competition was fairly keen in the Croton and 
decidedly very keen in the group for Coleuses. 
Mrs. Cmnoy and Mr. Roshan Ali, winners in the Croton 
group and Mrs. Pirn and Mr. Zahiruddin winners in the 
Coleus group, were the most prominent exhibitors in this 
class. 

Class II. (Annual and Perennial Flowers in 
Pots ) . — ^Not less than 144 exhibits were received in this 
class. For want of sufficient space to aeojmmodate these 
the Perennials had to be taken over to the island and 
arranged all round the central fountain and lawn. 
Exhibits in the annuals section were not at their best 
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it was too early in the season for them. Still 
iifietition in several groups was fairly keen, 
lira. Hasan Latif, Nawab Kazim Yar Jung Bahadur 
and Mrs. Marcoolyn were the leading exhibitors in this 
class^ The varieties of Buginvillaea exhibited by 
Mrs. Marcoolyn, the Petunias from Nawab Kazim Yar 
Jung Bahadur, we Nympheas shown by Mr. Chaturvedi ; 
the Pansies from Mrs. Pirn, were very well spoken of by 
the judges. 


Class III. {Cttt^fiowers ). — This class proved as 
usual the most attractive section of the court. In all 
228 exhibits were received. All giroups were fairly well 
represented and competition was very keen. In an 
atxocMsphere of lovelinesB, created by the presence of a 
eolledidon of fresh flowers of alt colotirs^ the judges must 
have had a difficult time in picking out the best. Com- 
petitioai in the Canna groups, Roses, coileetions of culti- 
vated flowers, hand-bouquet^ vases and baskets was 
exxseeiflngiy keen. The number of competitoris in each of 
the abi^ exceeded 15. The Cannas exhibited by 
IfilX. and Mrs. Marcoolyn, the collection of 

flowers Miss I- B. Clamlem and llady Hydari, the table 
decnratiQii by Mrs. Pirn, and the Roses from Mr. Glmuse 
Mohiuddm were greatly appreciated.

— Only five exhibits were 
received in this class. The competition was not keen and 
therefore no prize was awarded in this class. 

Class YlU. (^Imported Fruits). — ^It is a matter for 
great satisfaction that this year a few dealers of fruits 
could be induced to exhibit imported fruits at the Show. 
There were four entries and the collections ^shiMted 
were very fine indeed. Mr. Shivram Peshawari and 
Mr. Diwan Chand got the 1st' and the 2nd prizes 
respectively. 

Class IX. {Vegetables). — ^This was decidediy the 
most popular section. Entii^ were 478 in number and 
almost all the groups were well represented, 

Tomato, Brinjal and Beans groups entries got up to 
thirty. The most prominent exhibii^rs were Miss Simaya 
Begum, Mr. Reiman Shariff, Reddy Gardens, Mr. IBihu- 
rajulu, Mr. Zahlruddin and Mr. Bmu Sin^ KaMiL

The 1st prize was 
won by Mr. Basit Ali. 

Class XIII. {Practical Competition). — ^The practi- 
cal competition class was this year ^lit up into two sec- 
tions to secure healthy competition among candidates. 
One for amateurs and students and another for malis. 
The winners of both the classes were awarded an equal 
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WfXOBoh&t of prizeB. The mali class was awarded Rs. 42 
that had been provided for, in the schedule of prizes, while 
tJM* students and amateurs class was awarded the same 
amount so kindly donated by Nawab Salar Jung Bahadur. 
The jud^ Mr. Krumbiege^ Mr. Ranga Reddy and 
Mr. Munnaswamy took considerable pains and gave to 
eacsh individual competitor all possible facilities for the 
dtolay of his skill and knowledge The competitors had 
a very exacting time of it during the two hours and more, 
that the test lasted. Mr. Sharifuddin a student of the 
Hixnayatsagar MaK Class acquitted himself with great 
credit, winning three 1st prizes one 2nd prize, the 
pnae for the mgfaest aggregate in the whole class and 
a medal In the mali class Piriah raali of the Government 
Observatory was the leading prize winruer with Hanu- 
maiya of the Osmania University Building Project, a 
dose second.

The exhibits were arranged in decorated stalls 
erected for the purp<Me. The Show pens were put up at 
a good height from the ground to be easily seen by the 
spectators and judges. Breeds of distinct kinds were 
accommodated separately with the class and group labels 
on each of the cages. 

Class I. ( White Leghorn ) . — ^In this class altogether 
62 birds were exhibited of which the birds shown by the 
Reddy Gardens and exhibited by Mr. Amjad Ali and 
Mr. Turab Ali Khan were very fine. It is a matter for 
pleasure to state that bonafide cultivators also have 
begun to take a great deal of interest and the birds of
